Summer Library Privileges 


During the month of May, the Mem- 
orial Hall Library issued for home use, 
3219 volumes. At Ballardvale, 628 were 
borrowed. This makes the library cir- 
culation for a period of five months, a 
total of 24,242 books. For the same 
time during 1920, 19,441 books were is- 
sued for home use. The number of 
books issued during a month never rep- 
resents the actual number of people wro 
have read a single volurre. One popular 
story was returned this past week with 
the comment, ‘That book has been out 
of the library only seven days, but eight 
different people have enjoyed it.” 

The library grants especial privileges 
to its borrowers for the summer. For 
more than ten years past, it has issued 
books which may be kept until Septem- 
ber 15th, and it has never lost a single 
volume thus borrowed. In many sea- 
shore resorts and mountain villages, a 
public library is lacking, and there are 
rainy days when a good book is greatly 
appreciated. Vacation is just the time 
to do some extra reading, either on some 
subject in which you are especially inter- 
ested, or about the locality which you in- 
tend to visit. If your plans forthe sum- 
mer include the New Hampshire moun- 
tains, there are fascinating books show- 
ing climbing trips and automobile tours. 
Should you plan to visit Cape Cod and 
Plymouth, the library has special books 
on the place and the Pilgrims. Perhaps 
you have been meaning to read the bio- 
graphy of some famous man and have 
never found the time. That biography 
may, Without charge, form a part of 
your vacation equipment. 

Of course, seven-day fiction and books 
very recently added to the shelves can- 
not..be. borrowed in this manner, but 
there are quantities of interesting books 
on travel, history, birds, ferns, mush- 
rooms, popular science, and stories in 
plenty, which may, on request, be 
charged to you until September 15th, 
and you may take as many as you can 
find room for. Plan the bottom of your 
trunk for books and come down to the 
library, preferably during the morning, 
when the librarian is more at leisure to 
suggest books both for pleasure and pro- 
fit. The library is yours, and you help 
support it, so take advantage of its 
summer privileges.

Many Under Twenty-Two Years Old 


A short time ago a man discussing the 
matter of the youth of the Union sold- 
iers during the Civil War, wrote that, 
“In that struggle there were 2,700,000 
enlistments in the Union army. Of this 
number more than 2,000,000 were under 
twenty-two years of age — 2,159,798, to 
be exact.” He wrote that, “We had 
more than 800,000 of these children in 
our war between the states, more than 
100,000 of them being under fifteen years 
of age, and they determined the result 
of the struggle. It was not the 16,000 
men of forty-five who enlisted that did so 
nor the 40,000 between the ages of 
twenty-six and forty-five that found their 
way into the service.”

usetts not long ago the farmers of that 
State split the welkin with their lam- 
ents over the blighted fruit buds, straw- 
berry plants, grape vines and other freshly 
started vegetation.

one who was wealthy at forty-five has 
lost everything, and another not quoted 
wealthy at forty-five, has taken his place. 
Forty-six still working for their living, 
without any accumulation. Thirty are 
now more or less dependent upon their 
children, their relations or upon charity 
for support; some still able to do light 
work are being replaced by younger 
men. 


Age 65. Sixteen more have died, 
making thirty-six in all out of 100.

Age 75. Twenty-seven more have 
died, making sixty-three in all, sixty of 
whom left no estate.

Thirty-five are dependent 
upon children, relatives or charity.

How Firm is Terra Firma? 


How firm is terra firma is a question 
that perhaps the newly discovered 
science of Relativity might answer, but I 
am well convinced that the ground our 
houses are built on is the stable and sta- 
tionary foundation that most people 
regard it. The land does not flow like 
water, to be sure, and it does not even 
equal the speed of a glacier whose move- 
ment is calculated to be about an inch a 
year, but still it has a motion that makes 
it rather unreliable as a base to build on. 
Out in the Deering district the land on 
which I live has a continual slide to the 
north, which is proved by the posts that 
are sunk in the ground to support sheds 
and stables, and by fence posts set 
several years ago. When the fences were 
built of course the posts were put in per- 
fectly plumb, but now they all have an 
incline of many degrees from the per- 
pendicular. If of sufficiently ancient 
date they will be laid almost flat on the 
ground. A stable built on my own prem- 
ises some thirty years ago stood upon 
piles that were canted towards the 
north like the leaning tower of Pisa until 
recently when they were removed and 
new ones put in. And even this would 
not have been necessary for a number of 
years yet, if the front sill had not so 
rotted as to require renewal, and it 
seemed best to put in new posts to make 
a thorotigh job of it? Just what theory 
can explain this steady pressure of the 
land is more than I know. The under 
strata is solid clay which may have rock 
beneath it on which it gradually keeps 
slipping — more on the surface than be- 
low, which accounts for the slanting of 
the posts, perhaps. But it is certain 
that the land we live on is perpetually 
moving in the general direction of Can- 
ada, but not at a rate to cause me any 
uneasiness at present. It may in time 
slip to the north pole, if that is not 
slipping too, but it will not be in my 
time.—Man About Town, Portland 
Herald.
